WASHINGTON - Members of 
Congress don’t lik e to have it 
ki>own when they pull wires with 
the Pentagon to get their consti- 
tuenU out of military service. 
However, they have been doing it 
in considerable volume, chiefly 
to help reservists. 
Most of the men Involved had 
not served one day of active duty 
in World War II or the Korean 
War but sign« jd up in the re- 
aerves or National Guard to es­ 
cape the peacetime draft. 
Here is the partial rollcall of 
Congressional wire-pullers: 
Sen. Prescott Bush, Connecticut 
Republican, tried to 
e x c us e 
George Krall of New Haven from 
military duty to help with his 
father’s coal business. 
House Democratic Leader John 
McCormack 
of 
Massachusetts, 
the probable next speak er, made 
a personal phone call to the Pen­ 
tagon and wrote a follow-up tet­ 
ter to k eep Charles Monterior of 
Harwick . Mass , out of the ser­ 
vice. Congressman Ivor Fentcni, 
Pennsylvania Republican, plead­ 
ed with the Pentagon that John 
Hardinger Jr.. of Orwigsburg, 
Pa., had a sick grandfather, a 
mortgage, 
and 
furntiure 
pay­ 
ments that should come before 
military service. 
Congressman J. Vaughan Gary, 
Virginia Democrat, wired the Air 
Force that it would be in the 
government’s best interests to let 
Billy Nix continue his studies at 
the University of Richmond.

And as a gift to celebrate the birth of Him who 
loved peace and His fellowmmi and w'ho could forgive 
evil, he sends me a little pami^let of narrow hatred, 
“The Rulers of Russia,” by Rev. Denis F ^ y . And I 
have no {» ^judice against this confused pamphlet be­ 
cause I k now such a one as Cardinal Spellman, who 
to the shepherd of all who k now love and to whom 
bigo^ and hatred are unchristian.

On the afternoon of Saturday, 
Dec. 9 . the final meeting on the 
Defense Department’s budget was 
held at the VtTiite House. The k ey 
probtem was the shape, size, and 
rote of the American nuclear de­ 
terrent. 
The extreme solution of the 
probtem profxwed 
by 
the 
Air 
F are had already been crossed 
off the list. 
The Air Staff had 
fought hard for maximum output 
of the Minuteman solid-fueled in­ 
tercontinental missile. But Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert McNa­ 
mara had found no clear require­ 
ments for the gigantic future 
strik ing force of 2.300 Minutemen, 
for which the Air Force had ar­ 
gued. 
Even though this k ind of over­ 
whelming Minuteman buildup was 
now ruled out. a grave issue of 
principle remained to be decided 
by the President. Certain tead- 
ing members of his personal staff, 
notably his chief sctentist. Dr. 
J« x)me Weisner, were advocating 
what is called a “minimum deter- 
rent," whereas Secretary McNa­ 
mara took a quite different view. 
The “minimum deterrent" is 
not so weak or sme?. to be sure. 
To deter at all. H idust comprise 
enough 
nuclear weapons, 
well 
enough dug in and “hardened.” 
so that a massive counter-strik e 
can be laimched after the enemy’s 
first nuclear strik e has been ab­ 
sorbed- The minimum deterrent 
is (Mily “minimum,” in fact, be­ 
cause the thii^ to be deterred to 
as limited as possible. 
’The sde aim. in other words,’ is 
to deter the en« ny from launch­ 
ing a nuclear first ttrik e. This 
limited aim mak es sense if you 
accept the doctrine puUicly pro­ 
claimed by President Eiseidiower. 
and enshrined in the Eisenhower- 
era secret [banning papers -- the 
doctrine that this country will 
never 
launch 
a nuotear 
first 
strik e in « ly circum^ances. There 
are also other arguments for a 
minimum deto’rent, such as the 
risk s inv(dved in an acceteraticm 
of the arms race. 
Secretary McNamara had not 
been convinced by these argu­ 
ments. however. He had instead 
adopted a design for what might 
be called a ^Tecialized deterrent. 
The design was based, to begin 
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with, on current e^imates of the 
S o viets' existing nuctear strik ing 
power, plus forwttti estimates of

Inside Washington 
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‘MEAT AX JOHN* - Rep. John 
Taber. 
8i-year-<4d 
Republican 
from Central New York , founded 
his political career on the issue 
of economy 40 years ago and nev­ 
er veered from course dunng his 
four decades in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
He. perhaps more than 
any 
other Republican in Congress in 
modern times, has held down gov­ 
ernment spelling, whether it be 
during Republican or Democratic 
control of the executive branch 
of government. 
Taber, long k nown as “Meat 
Ax John,” has announced that he 
will not seek re-election to the 
House next year. He’ll be missed 
by liberals as well as conserva­ 
tives who found him to be sincere 
a nd a square shooter beneath a 
rough exterior. 
Taber spcrice in a loud, grating 
moiKk one that gave his budget- 
cutting speeches a singularly ac­ 
cusative quality, as though he was 
imputing simster motives to those 
in government who would squan­ 
der the nati(mal substance. 
Because of his voice and his 
unwavering stand on uuu^.t t.,.- 
ting, he was to Capitol Hill new­ 


comers a formidable and dour 
man. However, after some years 
of 
acquaintanceship, 
his 
coi- 
teagues and selected members of 
the administration and the Wash­ 
ington press corps invariably dis­ 
covered that he had a fine sense 
of humanity, (A humor and of the 
realities of politics. 
Usually, a representative who 
fights for economy in government 
has a constituency of better than 
average income, whose tax dol­ 
lars he tries to save in order to 
garner voles for the next elec­ 
tion. Taber’s district was just the 
opposite. It suffered from chronic 
unemployment, emigration of in­ 
dustries and a greater than aver­ 
age need for federal assistance. 
This never stopped Taber from 
fighting for what he believed was 
ri^ t. Many, many times Taber 
led f i | ^ against federal outlays 
that would have assisted his (Twn 
hard-pressed 
constituents 
and 
made him more popular. And 
never in recent years was he 
without political opposition in his 
re-election campaigns. 
Taber, and the k ind of legisla­ 
tor he symbolized, will be sorely 
missed in Congress and in 
country. 


taneously with the targets present­ 
ed by the enemy’s nuctear force, 
or whether this k ind of strik e- 
capability should be neld in re­ 
serve. .This aspect of the new de- 
terrent-dcsign has given rise to 
the recent report that, even in 
the event of all-out nuctear war,

McNamara spok e up for 
an increase of the Minuteman 
program to provide 800 missiles, 
and an increased in the Polaris 
program to provide 41 Polaris 
submarines, each carrying sixteen 
missiles. 
According to the McNamara de­ 
sign, these basic weapons were 
to be in place by the end of 19t»5, 
of course U^ether with the al­ 
ready buiK or scheduled Atlas and 
Titan 
long-range, 
liquid-fueled 
missiles, plus the bcwnber units 
of the Strategic Air Command not 
destined to be phased out. Pro­ 
vision was also made for a fur- 
th^ step-up of the Minuteman 
program to provide 1,200 of these 
missiles, m case this seemed to 
be required 
by latw (tevelop- 
ments. 
The final White Hou^ debate 
about the minimum deterrent vs. 
the McNamara deterrent is said 
to have been protracted, and to 
have ev(*:ed several viewpoints. 
The President’s military advisor, 
Gen. Maxwell Taylor, for in­ 
stance, is not a sui^rter of the 
minimurq. deterrent theory. Yet 
Gen. Taylor ai^aaently consider­ 
ed that the McNamara defense 
budget of close to $53 billion allo­ 
cated too little to conventional 
forces in proportion to nuclear 
f(^pes. 
In the end. acc<M*ding to report, 
the President closed the argu­ 
ment with the quiet statement, 
“I agree with the Secretary of 
Defense.” The far-reaching im­ 
plications of this decision will be 
examined in a final report in this 
series.

Mass­ 
achusetts Republican, ask ed the 
Air Force to consider the case of 
Themistocles Anagos of Foxboro, 
Mass., so he can run his ailing 
father’s store. 
Congressman Robert Giaimo, 
Connecticut Democrat, wrote to 
the Air Force in behalf of Rich­ 
ard Anderson of Old Saybrook , 
Conn., who would lik e to remain 
a civilian in order to study speech 
therapy at Southern Connecitcut 
State Coltege.

So Douglas, 
with an invitation to return to 
the Yale I.aw School, was about 
to leave town. In fact, he was all 
pack ed and aliout to catch the 
10 a. m. train, when he got a 
phone call from Joe Kennedy 
“Don’t tak e that train.” Jot 
told him. 'T think you'll get a 
call from the White House. Just 
sit tight.” 
Later in the day, Roosevelt 
ealted, ask ing Douglas to become 
chairman of the SEC. There ha 
charted a tough policy of regu­ 
lating Wall Street, later was ap­ 
pointed to ihe Supreme Court 
where he has handed down some 
of the most liberal opiniwis of 
this decade.

United States Bureau of Labor Statistics 
investigators have found the age-old warning by 
parents and teachers against students dropping 
out of school before high school graduation to 
be 
particularly 
appropriate 
to 
current 
un­ 
employment. 
Of all the categories of workers who are 
unable to find work in today’s economy, the 
age group 16-19 has the highest rate of un­ 
employment. 
Despite all the usual advantages of youth— 
eagerness to learn a new task. abundant energy, 
good health and the prospect of a long produc­ 
tive life — young people without a high school 
diploma have difficulty finding work And those 
fortunate enough to obtain jobs frequently find 
themselves greatly 
limited 
in 
earnings 
and 
advancement potentials. 
It is easy—too easy—to look back over the 
history bf this country, and indeed the world, 
at the number of great men who achieved a 
permanent niche in history for accomplishments 
reached without the benefit of any great amount 
of formal education. Some of the United States* 
most renowned political and business leaders of 
the past are in this group. 
But, while it is still possible for an in­ 
dividual to reach a high degree of success with­ 
out the stepping stones of formal education, a 
growing array of fields today is denied the un­ 
educated. Technology — the all-inclusive term 
denoting superior knowledge in the intricacies 
of many new sciences and research successes— 
is a pnm e requisite in industry, invention and 
government. 
Emphasis on skills and training is not 
diminishing. The many new fields of scientific 
pursuit will demand greater preparation in the 
years ahead. It is this fact which should carry 
the preponderance of weight when a decision 
on whether to remain in school or drop out— 
for economic reasons or any other — is to be 
made.

That was during the first century, as we count time, 
and peace has not come to mankind despite His 
preaching 
and 
the 
enormous 
following 
that 
He 
developed. 


And that is most interesting; 
men say that 
they believe, but usually they do not trouble to know 
what they believe. And so millions call themselves 
Christians but they do not believe in anything that 
Jesus preached or even know what He preached. 


They oaiJ themselves Christians and wear a crucifix 
an these clothes as a mark of belonging but the two 
principal moral doctrines of Christianity, namely, peace 
on Earth and love thy neighbor as thyself, they neither 
attempt to understand nor to practice. 
.Mid the few 
who do attempt to live according to the ideals of Jesus 
are ridiculed as, for instance, Francis of .Assisi was 
ridiculed all his life by lesser men who held higher 
posts and wore more decorative costumes. 
During these nearly two thousand years that men 
and women have followed the teachings of Jesus, there 
have been very' few Christians upon this Earth and 
among those who described themselves as such there 
were few who either thought as He did or lived up to 
His preachments. 


And to here we are in the year 1961 and we 
are again in the midst of war, wasting our produce 
and our earnings on war. on meaningless, purpose­ 
less war. Here we are luting as human beings 
have never hated before. 


Even in our own country we are tom by hatred. 
one group for another, one race for another, one religion 
for another 
Hatred seems to prevail in our minds and 
oui- hearts because how would we assert our superiority 
if hatred did not give us stature auld posture. 
Who is greater than another if all are smaller than 
God? 
It is puzzling that men and women kneel and 
pray and imagine themselves so suDerior to all upon 
this Earth when the very act of prayer is an acknowl­ 
edgement that all are equal in the eyes (rf God. 


The birthday of Jesus can be celebrated as a 
holiday of beauty, of love, of universal faith by 
Christian and non-Christian alike if once we forget 
and forego hatred and the concept of superiority by 
those who are given the Nobel prize. Or perhaps a 
measure might be found in sheer goodness, such 
as. in our times, we witnessed in Leo Tolstoy or 
Ghandi or Dr. Schweitzer or Dr. Dooley. Who 
knows where a violet will seed itself or a star will 
appear in the Heavens?

Judaism should have ceased to exist with 
the coming of Christ; but in the hardness of your tribe 
it vainly seeks for a political Messiah who would rule 
over ‘the stupid goyim’.” 
And as a gift to celebrate the birth of Him who 
loved peace and His fellowman and who could forgive 
evil, he sends me a little pamphlet of narrow hatred. 
“ The Rulers of Russia,’’ by Rev. Denis Fahey. And I 
have no prejudice against this confused pamphlet be­ 
cause I know such a one as Cardinal Spellman, who 
is the shepherd of all who know love and to whom 
bigotry and hatred are unchristian. 
I can disregard 
his inferior.

Jr., 
of 
Orwigsburg, 
Pa., had a sick grandfather, a 
mortgage, 
and 
furntiure 
pay­ 
ments that should come before 
military service. 
Congressman J. Vaughan Gary, 
Virginia Democrat, wired the Air 
Force that it would be in the 
government’s best interests to let 
Billy Nix continue his studies at 
the University of Richmond. 


President Sides With McNamara's "Deterrent

WASHINGTON 
On the afternoon of Saturday, 
De< 
9, the final meeting on the 
Defense Department s budget was 
held at the White House. The key 
problem was the shape, size. and 
role of the American nuclear de­ 
terrent. 
The extreme solution 
of 
the 
problem proposed 
by 
the 
Air 
Force had already been crossed 
off the lift. 
The Air Staff had 
fought hard for maximum output 
of the Minuteman solid-fueled in­ 
tercontinental missile. But Secre­ 
tary of Defense Robert McNa­ 
m ara had found no clear require­ 
ments for 
the 
gigantic 
future 
staking force of 2.300 Minutemen, 
for which the Air Force had ar­ 
gued. 
Even though this kind of over­ 
whelming Mi nut em an buildup was 
now ruled out, a grave issue of 
principle remained to be decided 
by the President. Certain lead­ 
ing members of his personal staff, 
notably his chief scientist, Dr. 
Jerome Weisner, were advocating 
what is called a “minimum deter­ 
rent,’’ whereas Secretary McNa­ 
mara took a quite different view. 
The “minimum deterrent” is 
not so weak or small, to be sure. 
To deter at all, H must comprise 
enough 
nuclear 
weapons, 
well 
enough dug in and “ hardened,” 
so that a massive counter-strike 
can be launched after the enemy * 
first nuclear strike has been ab­ 
sorbed. The minimum deterrent 
is wily “minimum.” in fact, be­ 
cause the thing to be deterred is 
as limited as possible. 
The sole aim. in other words, is 
to deter the enemy from launch­ 
ing a nuclear first strike. This 
limited aim makes sense if you 
accept the doctrine publicly pro­ 
claimed by President Eisenhower, 
and enshrined in the Eisenhower- 
era secret planning papers — the 
doctrine that this country will 
never 
launch 
a nuclear 
first 
strike in any circumstances, There 
are also other arguments for a 
minimum deterrent, such as the 
risks involved in an acceleration 
of the arms race. 
Secretary McNamara had not 
been convinced by these argu­ 
ments, however. He had instead 
adopted a design for what might 
be called a specialized deterrent. 
The design was based, to begin

•MEAT AX JOHN” — Rep John 
Taber, 
81-year-old 
Republican 
from Central New York, founded 
his political career on the issue 
of economy 40 years ago and nev­ 
er veered from course during his 
four decades in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives. 
He, perhaps more 
than 
any 
other Republican in Congress in 
modern times, has held down gov­ 
ernment spending, whether it be 
during Republican or Democratic 
control of the executive branch 
of government. 
Taber, long known as “ Meat 
Ax John,” has announced that he 
will not seek re-election to the 
House next year. He ll be missed 
by liberals as well as conserva­ 
tives who found him to be sincere 
and a square shooter beneath a 
rough exterior. 
Taber spoke in a loud, grating 
monotone that gave his budget- 
cutting speeches a singularly ac­ 
cusative quality, as though he was 
imputing sinister motives to those 
in government who would squan­ 
der the national substance. 
Because of his voice and his 
unwavering stand on uuu^*. c a ­ 
ting, he was to Capitol Hill new­ 


comers a formidable and dour 
man. However, after some years 
of 
acquaintanceship, 
his 
col­ 
leagues and selected members of 
the administration and the Wash­ 
ington press corps invariably dis­ 
covered that he had a fine sense 
of humanity, of humor and of the 
realities of politics. 
Usually, a representative who 
fights for economy in government 
has a constituency of better than 
average income, whose tax dol­ 
lars he tries to save in order to 
garner votes for the next elec­ 
tion. Taber s district was just the 
opposite. It suffered from chronic 
unemployment, emigration of in­ 
dustries and a greater than aver­ 
age need for federal assistance, 
This never stopped Taber from 
fighting for what he believed was 
right.

ments. 
The final White House debate 
about the mmimum deterrent vs. 
the McNamara deterrent is said 
to have been protracted, and to 
have evoked several viewpoints. 
The President’s military advisor, 
Gen. Maxwell 
Taylor, 
for 
in­ 
stance, is not a supporter of the 
minimum, deterrent theory. Yet 
Gen. Taylor apparently consider­ 
ed that the McNamara defense 
budget of close to $53 billion allo­ 
cated too little to conventional 
forces in proportion 
to nuclear 
forces. 
In the end. according to report, 
the President closed the argu­ 
ment with the quiet statement, 
“ I agree with the Secretary- of 
Defense.” The far-reaching im­ 
plications of this decision will be 
examined in a final report in this 
series.
